HE Kn' hte Elect, dreſſed in their Surcoats, Mantles, and Spurs, are to aſſemble 
themſelves in the rrince's Chamber at Meſtminſter, each attended by Three Eſquires, 
by Ten of the Clock in the Forenoon preciſely; where the Knights Companians, 

in the full Habit of the Order, are to meet them at Half an Hour paſt Ten; as are likewiſe 
the Dean and Prebendaries, in their reſpective Mantles of the Order: From thence the) are 
to go in Proceſſion to Weſiminſter-Aovey, and, entering the fame at the South-Faft Door, 
paſs down the South Side Aile; then, turning through the laſt Arch next the great Weſt Door, 
they are to croſs the Middle Aile, and ſo proceed up the North Side Aile to the great Tranſept 
of the Abbey, and from thence to King ſenry the Seventh's » Chapel, in the . Order.

Moſt Hon. ORDER of the BAT AH, 
On Monday, the 15th of June, 1772. — 


HE Knights Elect, dreſſed in their Surcoats, Mantles, and Spurs, are to aſſemble 

themſelves in the rrince's Chamber at Meſtminſter, each attended by Thiee Eſquires, 

by Ten of the Clock in the Forenoon preciſely; where the Knights Companians, 

in the full Habit of the Order, are to meet them at Half an Hour paſt Ten; as are likewiſe 

the Dean and Prebendaries, in their reſpective Mantles of the Order: From thence they are 

to go in Proceſſion. to Weſtminſter-Apvey, and, entering the ſame at the South-Faſt Door, 

paſs down the South Side Aile; then, turning through the laſt Arch next the great Weſt Door, 

they are to croſs the Middle Aile, and ſo proceed up the North Side Aile to the great Tranſept 
of the Abbey, and from thence to King Henry the Seventh's Chapel, in the following Order.

The Staffmen enter the Chapel, and clear the Area. 

The Drums, Kettle-Drums, and Trumpets, when they come to 705 Gate of the Chapel, 
div e 2 to the R igbt and Left, and form a Paſſage on the Outſide of the Chapel. 

he Alms. Men then enter the Chapel, make a joint Reverence to the Altar; and, turning 

about, make a joint Reverence to the Sovereign's Stall; then turn, and paſs fix on each Side of 
King Very the Seventh's Tomb, and retire into the Receſles of the Windows beyond it. 

The Meſſenger entering the Chapel makes the like Reverences, and ſtands above the 
Knights Stalls, 

When all the Eſquires have entered the Chapel, they jointly make the like Reverences, and 
place themſelves before their proper Seats. 

The Prebendaries enter the Chapel, make their double Reverences all together, and then go 
within the Rails of the Altar. 

The Officers of Arms make the like Reverences together, and place themſelves before their 
Forms under the | rince's Stall. | 

The Knights Elect, on entering the Chapel, ak tacir double Reverences together, and 
ſtand on the Area, under their reſpective Banners. 

The Knights Companions, on entering the Chapel, make the like double Reverences, and 
ſtand under their reſpective Banners. 


The Regiſter, Secretary, and Uſher, make the like Reverences, and ſtand before their 
Bench under the Sov ercion's Stall. 

Garter, with the Gencalogiſt on his Right Hand, and Bath King of Arms on his Left, 
entering the Chapel, make the like Reverences, and ſtand before their Bench. 

The Dean of //;ftmirfter in the like Manner makes his Reverences, and ſtands before his 
Chair at the Foot of the Sovereign's Stall. 


The Senior Knight Companion, as Great Maſter, makes the like Reverences, and waads 
undder his Banner, 

Sir George (born, Proxy for His Royal Highneſs Prince FREDERICK, on entering the 

Chapel, makes his double Reverences, and ſt ands under the Prince's Banner. Then begins 
the Anthem compoſed for the Occaſion, alm exxxiii. ver. 1. 

e Yeomen then cloſe the Proceſſion, keep the Door, and permit no Perſon to enter the 
Chapel. 

The Anthem being ended, Bath King of Arms, ſtanding in the Middle of the Choir, 
makes his double Reverences, and bows to the Proxy of His Royal Highneſs Prince 
FREDERICK; who thereupon makes his double Reverences, aſcends into the Prince's Stall, 
and fits down uncovered. 

Bath then bows to the Great Maſter, who makes his like Reverences, aſcends into his Stall, 
repeats his Reverences, and fits down covered. 

Bath then bows to the Two next Knights Companions, who in the ſame Manner make their 
double Reverences, aſcend into their Stalls, repeat their Reverences, . and fit down covered. 

In the ſame Manner all the other Knights Companions are to take their Stalls, except the 
two Junior Knights, who muſt remain under their Banners to offer the Atchievements of the 
deceaſed Knights. 

The Knights to be Inftalled are likewiſe to continue on the Area, under their Banners. 

Then Bath takes up the Banner of His late Royal Highneſs WILLIAM Duke of CumBeR- 
LAND, and late Firſt and Principal Companion of the Order; upon which the 'T'wo Provincial 
Kings of Arms, making their uſual Reverences, repair to Bath King of Arms, who bows to 
the Great Maſter. 

The Senior Knight, as Great Maſter, thereon deſcends from his Stall, and, making his 
double Reverences, receives the Banner from Bath; and being ſupported 'by the two Pro- 


vincial Kings of Arms, carries it, with the Point forward, to the Altar, where with one 


Reverence he delivers it to the Prebendaries, and then returns with .the like Reverences to his 
Stall, and fits down; the Organ accompanying this Part of the Ceremony with ſalemn 
Mufic. 

Bath then takes up the Banner of the next Senior deceaſed Knight, and bows to the two 
Junior Knights Companions: They then come forward, making their Reverences as before ; 
receive the Banner from Bath, carry it between them to the Altar, being preceded by two 
Heralds, deliver it as before, and then return to Bath with the uſual Reverences. 

The Banners of all the deceaſed Knights are to be offered in the like Manner by the two 
Junior Knights Companions; which being done, they aſcend into their Stalls, making the 
uſual Reverences, and fit down covered. 

Then Bath bows to the Knights Elect, who thereupon (each with his Companion) come 
forward to the Middle of the Choir, and making their uſual Reverences together, aſcend to 
cheir Stalls, and ſtand therein, holding their Hats and Feathers in their Hands. 

1 hen Bath lays the Book of the Statutes of the Order on a Cuſhion, having on his Left 
Hand the Uſher; and being followed by the Dean of Meſtminſter, he proceeds to the Middle 
of the Choir, where they all make Reverences together. Then the Great Maſter deſcends * 

is 
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his Stall with the uſual Reverences, and enters into the Stall of the Prince z on which Bath pre- 
ſents the Book of the Statutes of the Order to the Great Maſter, who delivers it to the Proxy for 
His Royal Highneſs; and the Dean adminiſters the Oath to him, Bath ſupporting the Book on 
which he is ſworn : The Great Maſter then ſalutes the Proxy, and places him in the Seat of 
the Prince. The Great Maſter returns with Bath, Uſher, and Dean, to the Middle of the 
Choir; and Bath placing a Book of the Statutes and the Great Collar of the Order on the 
Cuſhion, they proceed to the Stall of the next Senior Knight Elect, and entering the Stall, 
Bath preſents the Book of the Statutes to the Great Maſter, who gives it to the Knight Elec: 
Then the Dean adminiſters the Oath, Bath holding the Book : Then the Collar is delivered to 
the Great Maſter, who inveſts the Knight therewith: And, laſtly, the Great Maſter puts the 
Hlar and Feathers on the Head of the Knight Elect, and places him in his Seat, who thereupon 
riſing up makes his double Reverences; then the Great Mafter, having ſaluted him, deſcends 
into the Choir, and the Knight fits down. 

The Great Maſter then proceeeds, in the like Manner, to Inſtall the other Knights. The 
Proxies are to be Inſtalled in the ike Manner, except inveſting with the Collar, and putting 
on the Hat and Feathers. 

All the Knights being Inſtalled, the Great Maſter returns to his Stall, where making his 
Reverences, he fits down; the Dean is conducted to the Altar by the Uſher, the SancTvus 
being ſung at the ſame Time; the Officers return to their Scats; and Divine Service begins 
with Te Deuvm, compoſed by Dr. H urcell, and pertormed by the Organiſt and Choir of H- 
minſtzr.; during which the Knights place their Hats and Feathers on the Cuſhions before 
them. | 

Upon the Sentence of the Offertory, Let your Light ſo , ſhine, &c. Bath proceeds to the 
Middle of the Choir, makes his double Reverences, and then ſummons all the Knights 
under their Banners, by bowing to them (Juniors firſt); whereupon each Knight with his 
Companion, putting on their Hats and F.athers at the ſame Inſtant, make their double 
Reverences in their Stalls, and deſcend by Pairs into the Middle of the Choir, where they 


repeat the ſame, and retire under their Banners. The other Knights deſcend in like 


Manner when ſummoned by Bath. 


All the Knights being ſummoned, and under their Banners, Bath returns to his Bench : The 
'T wo Provincial Kings of Arms, making their Reverences, wait on the Proxy for Prince Frederick; 
who, on going from under his Banner, makes a Reverence towards the Altar, and 
another Reverence at the Altar, (but not to the Sovereign's Stall) where taking off his Hat, 
and kneeling down, he makes his Offering of Gold and Silver; then riſing up, and putting on 
his Hat, he is to return, making his double Keverences as he paſles, to his Stall; wherein he 
is to repeat the like Reverences, and fit down, placing his Hat on the Cuſhion before him. 

The-reit of the new Knights and Proxies, as well as the old Knights, ſeverally or with 
their Companions, are in the like Manner to be conducted to the Altar, and make their 


Offering, afterwards to return to their Stalls with the like Reverences. V. B. The Senior 


Knights offer firſt, 
Divine Service being ended, the Knights put on their Hats and Feathers, the Proxies their 


Hats, and Bath ſummons them, as before, under their Banners; and the Companions then 
'Inialled, attended by Bath and an Officer of Arms, are to be conducted, ſeverally or with 


their Companions, to the Altar, as at the firſt Offering, where each Knight ſtanding, and 


drawing his Sword, offers it to the Dean, who receives it, and lays it on the Altar. 


The Knight then redeems it of the Dean, who reſtores it with the proper Admonitions, 
I to the Oath they have taken. 


The Knights and Proxies being all ſeverally reconducted to the Places under their reſpective 


Banners, and Mr. Handel's Coronation Anthem, God ſave the King. being ſung ; 


A Proceſſion is to be made back to the Prince's Chamber in the ſame Manner it came from 


- thence, except that the Prebendaries have Leaye to retire to the Jeruſalem Chamber from the 
Abbey Door; and that the Eſquires and Officers of Arms, and Officers of the Order, when 
they come out of the Church, are allowed to be covered. Without the Door of the Abbey, 


the King's Maſter Cook is to make the Admonition to each Companion, 
And at the Door of the Prince's Chamber, a Perſon is appointed by Bath King of Arms to 


receive the Mantles from the Proxies.
